Leaders Among Men

When the Israelites had drifted away 
from God and had sunken to such low 
levels during the period of the Judges, 
and the tribes were scattered, weakened 
and disorganized, a child was born whose 
name was Samuel. This child was 
brought up under the very best in- 
struction because he was to become a 
great example and leader in the kingdom 
of Israel. 

It had been left for him to preserve 
the ideals of his nation and save the 
people from the heathenism which sur- 
rounded them. He became the connect- 
ing link between the period of the 
Judges and the monarchy—the last and 
the greatest of the Judges and the first 
of the prophets. He was born in Ramah, 
only a few miles north of Bethlehem, and 
was educated at Shiloh, then the re- 
ligious capital of Israel. 

If you want to read one of the most 
beautiful stories of all time, read the 
narrative of his mother’s “lending him 
to the Lord” to serve in the temple. 

As this boy grew up the Lord was 
graciously with him and all Israel 
seemed to know that he was destined 
to become one of God’s prophets. The 
secret of his glorious triumphs can well 
be based on the fact that he was a man 
of much prayer. When he was in trou- 
ble, he “cried unto the Lord all night 
long.” When painful words had pierced 
his tender heart and it was sorely bleed- 
ing, he never repeated these words until 
he told them unto the Lord in humble 
prayer. It was Samuel who said, “Far be 
it from me that I should sin against Je- 
hovah in ceasing to pray for you.” He 
never failed to carry out the meaning 
of his name—‘Heard of God.” His peo- 
ple could ask in surprise, “Is Saul among 
the prophets?” but they never asked, 
“Is Samuel among those who pray?” At 
Psalms 99:6 he is listed among those 
that “call upon God.” At Jeremiah 15: 
1 he is coupled with Moses as “standing 
before Jehovah.” 

The Church of God today is in need 
of just such men as Samuel. We need to 
pray much. A revival such as has never 
been known, is needed to sweep over the 
land. Samuel brought ‘about a great re- 
vival in Israel. He made it plain to the 
people that three things MUST be done. 

First, the decree went forth that, the 
people must put away their strange 
gods. This was their first step toward 
the revival. It is the first step toward 
a revival now, and if that step is not 
taken there will be no revival. There is 
great need of reconsecration and a com- 
plete dying out to the things of the 
world, to self-exaltation and desire for 
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leadership. We may not have any grav- 
en images, but it is easy to be affected 
by materialistic luxuries and indulgences 
of modern times. All of these must be 
cast out of the heart before God can 
bring us to the place where He can 
trust and use us. 

Second, the people must turn to God 
and direct their hearts toward Him. 
False gods must be cast out and the 
Holy God must be exalted. Just to cast 
out their false gods was not enough. 
Samuel’s first suggestion was “Don’t.” 
His second was “Do.” 

Third, they must serve Jehovah. Their 
faith must ripen into works. Any other 
faith is a dead faith. Any kind of re- 
vival that does not culminate in spirit- 
ual service, degenerates into sentimen- 
tality. God not only wants us to be 
good, but He wants us to be good for 
something. 

The only hope for the people of this 
earth is the power of God. It is the only 
thing that will save this world from 
chaos. 

Every Christian on earth should arm 
himself with the Sword of the Spirit, 
taking the shield of faith, the helmet of 
salvation and the breastplate of right- 
eousness and do his part for God and 
His Church. 

Modern civilization will soon go the 
way of all previous civilizations. Then 
the Church of God is our only hope for 
a refuge from the terrible storm that is 
soon to break in upon this earth. 

The time came in Israel when the 
people demanded a king. They wanted 
to be like the nations that surrounded 
them. If we should come to the place 
where we want to be like those by whom 
we are surrounded, it will be high time 
for our leaders to “cry aloud” and “lift 
up a standard for the people.” O thou 
“watchman on the wall, hold out thy 
peace day nor night”! 

When these people ¢ried for the king 
that God had not ordained for them to 
have, Samuel warned them in unmis- 
takable terms. They did not know the 
king whom they desired would compel 
their sons to be his personal retainers to 
drive his chariots and ride his horses 
to war, to run before his equipage and 
announce his coming, to lead his sol- 
diers, to till his ground, and manufac- 
ture his swords and spears. They did 
not know their daughters would soon 
become perfumers, cooks and other 
kinds of servants. They were ignorant 
of the fact that the best of the fields, 
vineyards and orchards would be seized, 
together with their horses and cattle. In 
short, they soon became slaves to the 
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king and cried in vain to God for de- 
liverance. Yet in spite of Samuel’s fa- 
therly warning they still persisted in 
their request. 

SAUL, THE FIRST KING 

Saul was a good man in the beginning 
of his career. He had a burning desire 
to please God. There were others also 
whom he desired to please. These others 
were not godly people, and soon Saul 
came to the parting of the ways and 
had to make a decision as all others do 
who follow God. His decision was a 
part-time service. I will obey God part 
of the time and have my own way the 
remainder of the time. Some men are 
very easily touched. Impressions are eas- 
ily made, but it seems they are not fixed 
or established and soon return to what 
they were before. 

Saul tried to serve both God and 
mammon. He assumed that God would 
be satisfied with the beginnings of obe- 
dience and would pardon a small remnant 
of personal desire. When we have fallen 
victim to some contagious disease and 
have been able to shake it off and re- 
cover, there still remains the germs of 
that same malady lurking in our cloth- 
ing and in our home. The entire premises 
and clothing must be fumigated in or- 
der that the same trouble may not af- 
fect others. If we retain but one rag 
it is an acknowledgment of the sover- 
eignty of disease; and for us to have 
even a slight communion with the evil 
one is to pay homage to his throne. 

It is a fact that if we spare what God 
has commanded us to destroy, it will 
later destroy us. We should be careful 
to take care of our obedience; we are 
serving an exacting, though loving and 
merciful God! 

Partial obedience is equal to complete 
disobedience. Trivial acts of sin, espe- 
cially when repeated, are only the ripe 
fruits of deep-seated evil. The tiny 
shoot of a plant, barely peeping through 
the soil, has nothing to. show how deep- 
ly the roots are seated in the earth. 

Poor old Saul! He reached the middle 
of his career with one blemish upon his 
character. We think now of several men 
who have fought valiantly on the field 
for God and His Church, but who later 
gave themselves over to grumbling and 
faultfinding, decided they could get 
along by simply doing only a part of 
what the Church stands for. Some of 
these men, like Saul, have died, as it 
were, on their own swords. They gave 
up the use of the Sword of the Spirit, 
which is the Word of God, and began 
to fight with their own sword, in their 
own name and in their own strength. 
No wonder some people die in disgrace 
with no hope of rest beyond the grave. 

Much more depends upon how our 
lives end than how they begin. Matthew 
began as a publican and ended as an

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Christ’s Present Work For His 
People 
HE SAVES THEM 

"But God commendeth his love to- 
ward us, in that, while we were yet sin- 
ners, Christ died for us. Much more 
then, being now justified by his blood, 
we shall be saved from wrath through 
him. For if, when we were enemies, we 
were reconciled to God by the death of 
his Son, much more, being reconciled, 
we shall be saved by his life,’ Rom. 5: 
8-10. 

It was through the death of Christ 
that the plan of redemption was per- 
fected. The Jews had favor with God 
and a plan was given them by which 
they could have redemption or be jus- 
tified in the sight of God. But this plan 
didn’t make the comers thereunto per- 
fect, so God provided a better way, not 
only to perfect the salvation of the 
Jews but the Gentiles, or the whole 
world should be partakers of the sacrifice 
of Christ. So Paul is setting forth this 
great doctrine to the Romans and tell- 
ing them of Christ’s death and sacri- 
fice, and explaining how they may be 
partakers of Christ, and that by faith 
they can be completely justified in 
Christ. 

HE APPEARS FOR THEM 

“It was therefore necessary that the 
patterns of things in the heavens should 
be purified with these; but the heavenly 
things themselves with better sacrifices 
than these. For Christ is not entered in- 
to the holy places made with hands, 
which are the figures of the true; but 
unto heaven itself, now to appear in the 
presence of God for us,” Heb. 9:23, 24. 

Jesus was our pattern and it became 
necessary for Him to set us an example 
of purity. As our earthly tabernacle 
must be put off and the soul kept in 
the heavens until the earthly tabernacle 
or body can be resurrected and glori- 
fied, so it was for this cause that Christ 
entered into the heavens or holy place 





to appear before the Father to make in- 
tercession for the people of earth. 

Physical death is the consequence of 
sin. Eternal death is the destruction of 
the soul, or eternal punishment, and 
Christ lifted this curse and made it pos- 
sible for all those who look to Him by 
faith to have this blessing, therefore, He 
is our intercessor. 

HE MAKES INTERCESSION 

“Who is he that condemneth? It is 
Christ that died, yea rather, that is risen 
again, who is even at the right hand of 
God, who also maketh intercession for 
us,” Rom. 8:34. 

When Stephen was stoned the heavens 
were opened and he saw Jesus standing 
on the right hand of the Father. Here 
Paul tells us He is at the right hand of 
the Father, and we learn by this and 
other scriptures that Jesus is making in- 
tercession for His people. The Israelites 
were the born children of God and they 
too must accept Christ if they are to 
receive the blessings that He brings. 
The Gentiles are also the spiritual chil- 
dren of Abraham by faith, so the en- 
tire population of the earth may receive 
these blessings that Jesus has provided 
and made it possible for us to receive. 
He is by far more interested in our 
spiritual welfare than we can be our- 
selves, and the Holy Ghost, as the agent 
of God to lead us into the things that 
will bless and secure the soul, is always 
ready to help us and all we have to do 
is to be willing to-receive them and they 
are ours by faith. 


HE KEEPS THEM 

“But ye, beloved, building up your- 
selves on your most holy faith, praying 
in the Holy Ghost, keep yourselves in 
the love of God, looking for the mercy 
of our Lord Jesus Christ unto eternal 
life. And of some have compassion, mak- 
ing a diffcrence: and others save with 
fear, pulling them out of the fire; hat- 
ing even the garment spotted by the 
flesh. Now unto him that is able to keep 
you from falling, and to present you 
faultless before the presence of his glory 
with exceeding joy, to the only wise 
God our Savior, be glory and majesty, 
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dominion and power, both now and 
ever. Amen,” Jude 20-25. 

We are to keep ourselves in the love 
of Christ by accepting and obeying the 
Word and letting the Holy Ghost direct 
us. There is one thing we must do as 
Christians. We must love our brothers 
and sisters, and regardless of their con- 
dition we must try to help them. Yes, 
we may be able to pull some who are 
tried and tempted out of the fire of 
trials, as it were. We think the twen- 
ty-third verse has reference to the 
eternal punishment that some are 
snatched from by the prayers and ef- 
forts of others, more than to the fiery 
trials and temptations; but we as work- 
ers together with Him can be a blessing 
to those who are having fiery trials, by 
praying and counseling with them con- 
cerning the things that are trying them. 
But most of all we must solely rely 
upon Him who is able to keep us from 
falling. This proves more than ever to 
the mind of the writer that all will be 
tried. Men may boast of their power to 
walk over temptations, and _ harshly 
criticize others along this line, but if 
they are not careful the enemy will turn 
a storm of trials against them and it 
will take their friends and the cruci- 
fied Savior to keep them from falling. - 
When we make our boast as to our pow- 
er and strength to resist the powers of 
the enemy, we are sure to have a trial 
along this line. The only safe thing is 
to consider others and with meekness 


and fear declare that God is_ able, 
through His Son, to keep us. 
HE CLEANSES THEM

cleanse thou me from secret faults. Keep 
back thy servant also from  presump- 
tous sins; let them not have dominion 
over me: then shall I be upright, and 1 
shall be innocent from the great trans- 
gression,” Psa- 19:12, 13. 

There is nothing so helpful to a Chris- 
tian as to know his own weakness and 
realize his own faults. The Psalmist 
seems to cry out of the agony of.- his 
heart to be cleansed from secret faults; 
also presumption is a great sin and it 
is so easy for one to decide that certain 
things are true when many times there 
is no foundation for them. 

“Having therefore these promises, 
dearly beloved, let us cleanse ourselves 
from all filthiness of the flesh and 
spirit, perfecting holiness in the fear of 
God,” 2 Cor. 7:1. 

We haven’t the power to cleanse our- 
selves apart from the plan of salvation. 
The sacrifice that Jesus made on the 
cross will not cleanse us unless we ac- 
cept it and turn our whole hearts to- 
ward God and fully accept the sacrifice 
of Christ, and by so doing we can, 
through the aid of the Spirit, cleanse 
ourselves from everything that is sinful 


and unlike God.

The Martyrdom of Polycarp 


We believe the following story of the 
martyrdom of Polycarp, Bishop of 
Smyrna, which occured in or about 
the year of our Lord 167 will be of in- 
terest to our readers. The following ac- 
count is condensed from Miller’s Church 
History: 

The admirable Polycarp, when he 
heard of the cruelties practiced in the 
bloody persecution then carried on, was 
quite unmoved, and resolved to remain 
in the city. But, induced by the en- 
treaties of his people, he retired to a vil- 
lage at no great distance; and there, 
with a few friends, he spent his time 
entirely, day and night, in praying, ac- 
cording to his usual custom, for all the 
churches in the world. Three days be- 
fore he was seized he had a vision while 
he was praying: He saw his pillow con- 
sumed by fire; and turning to the com- 
pany, he said prophetically, “I must be 
burned alive!” Upon hearing that the 
persons in search of him were just at 
hand, he retired to another village. Im- 
mediately the officers came to his house, 
and not finding him they seized two 
servants, one of whom was induced by 
torture to confess the place of his re- 
treat. Taking the servant as their guide, 
they went out about supper time, with 
their usual arms, as against a robber; 
and arriving late, they found him lying 
in an upper room at the end of the 
house, whence he might have made his 
escape, but he would not, saying, “The 
will of the Lord be done.” 

When he was brought to the tribunal, 
the proconsul asked him if he was Poly- 
carp, to which he assented. The pro- 
consul then bégan to exhort him to 
have pity on his great age, and to swear 
by the fortune of Caesar, to reproach 
Christ, and he would release him. Poly- 
carp gave him this ever memorable re- 
ply: “Eighty and six years have I 
served him and he hath never wronged 
me, and how can I blaspheme my King 
who hath saved me?” The proconsul 
still urging, “Swear by the fortune of 
Caesar.” Polycarp said, “If you still 
vainly contend to make me swear by the 
fortune of Caesar, as you speak, af- 
fecting an ignorance of my real charac- 
ter, hear me frankly declaring what I 
am: “I am a Christian.” “I have wild 
beasts,” said the proconsul, “I will ex- 
pose you to them, unless you repent.” 
“Call them,” replied the martyr. “I will 
tame your spirit by fire,” said the pro- 
consul, ‘“‘since you despise the wild 
beasts, unless you repent.” “You threat- 


en me with fire,” answered Polycarp, 
“which burns for a moment, and will 
be soon extinct; but you are ignorant of 
the future judgment and of the fire 
of eternal punishment reserved for the 
ungodly. But why do you delay? do 
what you please.” 


The proconsul then sent the herald to 
proclaim thrice, in the midst of the As- 
sembly—‘‘Polycarp hath professed him- 
self a Christian.” Upon this all the mul- 
titude, both of Gentiles and Jews, who 
dwelt at Smyrna, with insatiate rage 
shouted aloud, “This is the doctor of 
Asia, the father of Christians, the sub- 
verter of our gods, who hath taught 
many not to sacrifice nor to adore.” 
They now begged Philip the Asiarch to 
let out a lion against Polycarp. But he 
refused, observing that the amphithea- 
trical spectacles of the wild beasts were 
finished. They then unanimously shouted 
that he should be burned alive! The 
business was executed with all possible 
speed; for the people immediately gath- 
ered fuel from the workshops and baths, 
in which the Jews distinguished them- 
selves with their usual malice. As soon 
as the fagots were collected, he stripped 
off his clothes and loosed his girdle. Im- 
mediately the usual appendages of 
burning were placed about him, and 
when they had proceeded to fasten him 
to the stake, he said, ‘‘Let me remain as 
I am; for he who giveth me strength 
to sustain the fire, will enable me also, 
without your securing me with nails, to 
remain unmoved in the fire.” Upon this 
they bound him without nailing him; 
and he, putting his hands behind him, 
and being bound, offered to Almighty 
God the following prayer: “O Father 
of thy beloved and blessed Son Jesus 
Christ, through whom we have attained 
the knowledge of thee, O God of angels 
and principalities and of all creation, 
and of all the just who live in thy sight, 
I bless thee that thou hast counted me 
worthy of this day and this hour, to re- 
ceive my portion in the number of mar- 
tyrs, in the cup of Christ, for the re- 
surrection to eternal life, both of soul 
and body, in the incorruption of the 
Holy Ghost; among whom I may be re- 
ceived before thee this day as a sac- 
rifice well savored and acceptable, which 
thou, the faithful and true God, hast 
prepared, promised beforehand and ful- 
filled accordingly. Wherefore I praise 
thee for all those things, I bless thee, I 
glorify thee, by the eternal high priest 
Jesus Christ, thy  well-beloved Son, 
through whom, with Him in the Holy 
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Spirit, be glory to thee both now and 
forever. Amen.” 

When he had finished his prayer, the 
officers lighted the fire, and a great 
flame bursting out and forming the ap- 
pearance of an arch, was a wall round 
about the body of the martyr, which 
was in the midst, not as burning flesh, 
but as gold and silver refined in the 
furnace. At length, the infuriated peo- 
ple, observing that this body could not 
be consumed by fire, called to the of- 
ficer, whose business it was, in the 
Roman games, to dispatch any beast that 
was unruly or dangerous, to approach 
and to plunge his sword into his body. 
Upon this, a quantity of blood gushed 
out, so that the fire was extinguished; 
and the immortal spirit of the venerable 
saint fled to the mansions of everlasting 
rest and glory and felicity.

It is not hasty reading, but seriously 
meditating upon holy and heavenly 
truths, that makes them prove sweet 
and profitable to the soul. It is not the 
bee’s touching of the flowers that 
gathers the honey, but her abiding for 
a time upon them and drawing out the 
sweet. It is not he that reads most, but 
he that meditates most, that will prove 
the choicest, sweetest, wisest and strong- 
est Christian.—M. M.

The day after Thanksgiving I boarded 
a plane from Miami, Fla. for Nassau, 
making my first trip to the Bahamas in 
behalf of the mission cause. Of course, 
I was anxious to find out the condition 
of things and to lend any assistance I 
could. The plane was a trimotor plane 
and was fully able to carry its burden. 
Soon we were out in Biscayne Bay and 
then she began to climb into the sky and 
we were off for Nassau. 

We had a great trip. The plane spared 
in fog banks, rain and sunshine. Soon 
we were able to see land and were com- 
ing near Nassau, a beautiful little island 
about fifteen miles wide and twenty- 
five miles long and having a popula- 
tion of about 22,000 people, mostly col- 
ored. When we landed we were met by 
several smiling faces who gave us a 
hearty welcome. Brother W. R. Franks, 
the state overseer, was on hand, also 
Brother Gates, and they showed us to 
our place of stay which was in Brother 
Gates’ home. I soon saw that we were 
driving on the left side of the street in- 
stead of the right side as we do in the 
United States. The dray lines were not 
run by big trucks but were drawn by 
little donkeys. Most of the people travel 
on foot or bike. Most everyone we passed 
was very courteous and spoke to us. 


OUR FIRST SERVICE 

The first service was held in the Fow- 
ler Street church and was well attended. 
All seemed to be free in the Spirit and 
the Lord met with us graciously. All 
listened attentively to the message and 
appeared to be blessed. We preached at 
the district convention at East Street 
church to a well-filled house. Surely the 
Lord blessed in the meeting. I never 
have received a greater welcome any- 
where I do not think, than I received in 
Nassau. Surely the people are hungry 
for the gospel and there is much work 
to be done. If the mission fund would 
permit we could easily use several good 
evangelists in Nassau. Brother Franks is 
on the go all the time, as well as others, 
but they are just a few and finance is 
poor insomuch that it is hard for most 
of the workers to do as they would like. 

You in the United States can rest as- 
sured that your help for the mission 
cause is much appreciated in Nassau and 
has made a great showing here. Many 
have been saved and good church prop- 
erty acquired. Eternity alone will re- 
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veal the good you have done in helping 
the cause of God in Nassau with your 
money. We will soon sail for Abaco Is- 
land and will report the work there 
next. Pray for us. 


S. O. S.! CALLING ALL MISSION-

The Cause of Alarm and a Call to 
Arms 


To all Church of God missionaries ev- 
erywhere: Greetings. 

You are all familiar with the univer- 
sal distress signal—“S. O. S.”—sent over 
the wireless in time of calamity, so I am 
using this code in calling your attention 
to certain conditions existing relative to 
the mission page in The Church of God 
Evangel. 

On my arrival in Central America I 
received eight copies of the paper, rep- 
resenting as many consecutive weekly 
issues. I was glad, of course, to receive 
this messenger of truth that has been 
coming to my address for nearly twenty 
years, but I must confess I was disagree- 
ably surprised, and moreover, greatly 
alarmed, when [I discovered that only 
two of these Evangels carried brief 
missionary reports. This should not be, 
brethren. Our people in the homeland 
have caught the vision; they are pos- 
sessed with the spirit of missions. The 
fires are burning and need to be fanned 
into a flame that will burn into the ut- 
termost parts of the earth with such 
fury that the enemy’s firebreaks will 
seem as nothing while the sparks fly 
upward. You know how you can fold 
a piece of paper and fan a smoltering 
fire into a flame, and the more you fan, 
the brighter the fire burns. We mission- 
aries should be veritable firebrands in 
the hands of the Lord, and once the 
fires are started, I believe He wants us 
to use our fans and thus see the flames 
mount upward. 

Taking all this into consideration, I 
believe there is due cause of. alarm and 
I am therefore issuing a general call to 
arms, asking each of you to arm your- 
self with a pen or pencil and write a 
missionary article for the paper. Perhaps 
you have never tried out your talent as 
a writer, if so, why not make an effort 
now? Our people are behind the mission 
cause with their prayers and _ finance 
now as never before in the history of 
the Church, and we must keep them in- 
formed of our activities on the field. 
They will be anxious to know where 
you are and what you are doing in your 
corner of the vineyard, and especially 
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what the Lord is doing for you and 
yours. When the Evangel comes out 
with the good news from countries afar, 
it will serve as a fan and the fires on the 
heart’s altar of those who read are sure 
to burn just a bit brighter, just as if you 
had folded the paper and fanned a lit- 
eral fire into a flame. 

Let us give the postman in Sevierville, 
Tenn. something to do, as well as our 
mission secretary. As Superintendent of 
Education, Brother Tharp is a very busy 
man, having direct charge of the cen- 
tral Bible School and indirect care of 
several state schools, giving his spare 
time to the work of mission secretary as 
a service of love, but he, too, has caught 
the vision long since and has a real mis- 
sionary message as well, so we can de- 
pend on him, and I believe we can de- 
pend on you. Send all material for pub- 
lication to Zeno C. Tharp, mission secre- 
tary, clo Church of God Bible Train- 
ing School, Sevierville, Tenn.—Yours in 
Christ for all, J. H. Ingram, ex-general 
missionary and foreign missions repre- 
sentative.

But Ruth said, “Intreat me not 
to leave thee, or to return from follow- 
ing after thee: for whither thou goest, 
I will go; and where thou lodgest, I will 
lodge: thy people shall be my people, 
and thy God my God: Where thou 
diest, wil! I die, and there will I be 
buried: the Lord do so to me, and more 
also, if ought but death part thee and 
me,” Ruth 1:16, 17. 

This is a’ positive proof that Ruth had 
decided to give up her homeland, family 
and friends, and accept Naomi’s God 
and take whatever might come, regard- 
less of suffering. 


A decision like this is sure to bring 
God’s favors. If we mean to follow the 
Lord and be true to His cause regard- 
less of what it may cost us, God will be 
with us and will make our lives a bless- 
ing and will supply our every need. It 
will take a decision like this to bring 
us face to face with God and cause His 
face to shine up on us. 


There was no outlook for support for 
these two women. They hadn’t planted 
any grain in Bethlehem, but God’s peo- 
ple lived there and Naomi had relatives 
in that place. Ruth was of a Gentile 
tribe and had no promise of a place 
among the people of God. But when 
one is determined to follow God there 
will always be a place made for him. 
It is said by many writers that Ruth is 
a type of the Gentile bride of Christ. 

The Bethlehemites were God’s people. 
The Israelites would not have anything 
to do with the Moabites, but Ruth’s de- 
termination to make herself a partaker 
of the sufferings of Naomi brought her 
into faver with God and at heart she 
became a follower of the Lord. It took 
some faith and courage to leave her 
home and go into Naomi’s homeland and 
among her people. No doubt Naomi 
and her husband had told her of the 
people of God and she knew how they 
looked upon the Gentile people, but she 
had learned to love the God of her hus- 
band and naturally had a love in her 
heart for his people, and like the little 
sun-tanned woman in the Song of Solo- 
mon, she was willing to serve. 

It is said that Ruth was a beautiful 
girl and had the marks of intelligence. 
They had to have something to eat and 
Naomi suggested that she go into the 
fields and glean, and told her of a kins- 
man that they had there who, she was 
sure, would show her kindness. If you 
are going into the work of the Lord to 
dodge toil and hardship, you certainly 
are not qualified for a soldier. When the 
time came Ruth was ready to do the 
most humble task in all Bethlehem, to 
go out into the harvest field and glean 
around the corners. Those who make a 
success in the Lord’s work must start 
in some humble place and be willing to 
toil regardless of how humiliating the 
toil might be. So many of our young 
people today are willing to take a place 
in the vineyard but they want to com- 
mence away up, have a good support 
and know nothing about hardship. I am 
sorry for a preacher or worker who has 
never had the experience of suffering 
and toiling in the rural districts and 
among the poorer class. It seems to me 


they have missed the very cream of an 
experience that deepens them into God. 

Ruth had not toiled long as a glean- 
er until the lord of the harvest came 
around and asked who she was. His 
reapers told him she was a daughter-in- 
law of Naomi. Boaz knew that Naomi 
was his relative. Yes, there is a real kin- 
dred feeling among Christians, one for 
another. They realize they are brothers 
and sisters. At the next visit Boaz told 
her to go to the water pots and drink. 
My, this is fine when we get close 
enough to God to serve Him in that 
good way that He can give us a real 
spiritual drink. The next favor was an 
invitation to sit at the noon meals with 
the reapers, the young men, and dip her 
bread in the sop. In fact, he gave her ac- 
cess to everything that the hired reapers 
enjoyed. The next favor was that a few 
handfuls of grain be dropped where she 
could get them, and it is said that she 
gleaned over a bushel that day. A gal- 
lon would have been a big day’s_ work . 
for a gleaner. But Ruth had made a 
choice. She had decided to cast her lot 
with God’s people, and this was the first 
foretaste of God’s divine favor. 

Boaz became so interested in Ruth 
that he made a thorough investigation 
concerning her. The reapers, the young 
men, told him of her good character, 
how true she was. 

There was a rule in Israel that at the 
death of a man his nearest relative would 
take over his estate and wife and raise 
up children to his name. Boaz proposed 
to Ruth that they had a nearer kinsman 
than himself and made arrangements 
to meet him at the gate. After relating 
to him the circumstances, the kinsman 
very readily stated that he would re- 
deem the estate. Boaz said to him, “All 
right, and you will have to redeem 
Ruth the Moabite.” When that youpg 
Jew heard that he refused. Then t¢-gz 
redeemed her. She was then receiving 
the great reward of one who was deter- 
mined to follow the Lord. She became 
the bride of Boaz and also the mother 
of Obed, the father of Jesse who was 
the father of David. From this lineage 
came the Christ the Redeemer of the 
world. 

Those characters in the Bible who 
amounted to anything were men and 
women of decision. There is a great fu- 
ture for those who will declare them- 
selves for the Lord. A young man or a 
young womian wholly consecrated to 
God has a great future and the possi- 
bilities are unlimited, but we must be

The First Person Killed

Adam and Eve disobeyed the Lord 
and He drove them out of the garden 
of Eden, but He still loved them, so 
one day He sent them a little baby boy 
and they named him Cain. Cain was the 
first baby ever born into the world. 
When God made Adam and Eve He 
made them full grown to begin with, 
but’ now there was a tiny baby in the 
world. His father and mother were 
proud of him and_ loved him dearly. 

After a while God sent them another 
baby boy. Adam and Eve called this 
one Abel, and, of course, they loved him 
too. 

Now away back in those days there 
were no factories, no mills, no offices, 
nor any work of that kind, so when these 
two boys, Cain and Abel, were large 
enough to work, Cain chose to be a 
farmer. He tilled the ground and 
brought of the fruit of the ground an 
offering unto the Lord.

Abel’s blood ran 
out and soaked into the ground. My, 
wasn’t that sad? Now Cain was a mur- 
derer. He had killed the first person 
ever killed in the world, and it was his 
own dear brother. Abel was lying on 
the ground white and still. He would 
never talk to Cain any more. He would 
never make his father and mother happy 
again. 

This must have been awful and very 
sad. They had never seen a dead per- 
son before. This was some more of the 
punishment for Adam and Eve’s diso- 


bedience in the garden of Eden. 

God looked down and _ saw Abel’s 
blood soaking into the ground and he 
spoke to Cain and asked him where his 
brother was. Cain then committed an- 
other ugly sin. He told a lie, and told it 
right to God too. He told God that he 
didn’t know where his brother was, and 
then asked God if he was supposed to 
keep up with his brother. It looks like 
he would have been sorry by this time. 
He had taken his poor brother’s life and 
made his father and mother very un- 
happy. He should have fallen down be- 
fore God and asked for mercy and for- 
giveness.

I want to shout my praise to God for 
His healing power, both body and soul.

On January 13, 1938, I was taken 
to the Arkansas State Tuberculosis Sani- 
torium with T. B. in its last stage.

I was carefully undressed and put 
to bed upon reaching the sanitorium 
and forbidden to raise up, even to ad- 
dress a letter or to take a drink of water 

















or a dose of medicine. I weighed eighty 
and a fourth pounds and my skin was 
greenish yellow. But thank God for 
sending Brother Rouse through this 
town. My mother received one of his 
anointed handkerchiefs and sent it to 
me less than a week after I went to the 
sanitorium. I had never been able to see 
into holiness but I put the anointed 
handkerchief over my lungs and prayed 
almost without ceasing, and glory to my 
Lord, my eyes were opened and I found 
nothing in the Bible but good old 
Church of God holiness. Glory to our 
Lord Jesus Christ. He said, “I am the 
light of the world,” and again, “Come 
unto me and I will give you rest.” 
Praise God who gave me blessed light 
of Himself. The veil was lifted and Je- 
sus told me to get up. I obeyed that 
sweet voice and got up, and hallelujah, 
I knew that I was healed but the ene- 
my would not leave me alone. The pain 
and fever and dark doubts tried to get 
the best of me but I wore my handker- 
chief over my lungs, prayed and trusted 
and clung to the Rock of Ages. I wrote 
our pastor here to have the saints pray 
for me that God would provide a way 
for me to get home, then in the middle 
of the night my soul knew sweet peace. 
The sanitorium officials thought I 
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was crazy but since I left there my 
roommate, who did not have T. B. half 
as bad as I did, has died, and I under- 
stand one of the doctors there has brok- 
en down with it. My temperature fell 
to normal while making the 320-mile 
trip home and is still normal, glory to 
God. I now weigh 101 pounds and my 
skin is clear and rosy. Upon my third 
trip to the altar after I got home I re- 
ceived the blessing of the baptism of the 
Holy Ghost. A few days later my 
mother received the blessing of salva- 
tion. My mother quit cigarettes after 
twenty years’ use and is completely 
cleansed of the desire for them. Bless 
the name of Jesus. I passed my anointed 
handkerchief on to my sister and my 
mother and got me another one. Yester- 
day I placed it on a sick friend and 
three of us prayed for her and glory to 
God when we quit praying she said the 
pain was gone. I think it was pneu- 
monia. The fever had left her and her 
fingers had become cold, though she was 
very sick when we got there. Thank the 
Lord for these blessings. — Blanche

apostle; Judas began as an apostle and 
ended as the betrayer of our Lord. 


Jonathan was a most wonderful char- 
acter, though he was the son of a very 
wicked father, especially when fatherly 
counsel was so much needed by this 
young man. 


We are often made to wonder at some 
sons and daughters as well, who have 
had the very best of training, yet some- 
times they go astray. On the other hand, 
some children whose parents are really 
wicked choose the path of righteousness 
and walk therein, thus become leaders 
of men, noble, honorable, upright and 
are a blessing to this sin-cursed world. 

The story of Jonathan and David is 
unsurpassed in the history of the hu- 
man family. In all the world’s literature 
there is found no other story compara- 
ble to that of the love of Jonathan, son 
of Saul, for David, whom Saul re- 
garded as a bitter enemy. The world 
will never know of a finer thing than 
the love and friendship of these two 
men. 

In this case, it was Jonathan who 
had everything to lose and nothing to 
gain, by the ascendency of David to the 
throne of the king in Israel. By virtue 
of his family ties he was next in line to 
Saul, and humanly speaking would na- 
turally be expected to view with mis- 
giving the emergency of a strong rival. 
But jealousy was as lacking in the char- 
acter of Jonathan as it was present and 
dominant in the character of his father. 
When he saw that David was destined 
to take the throne, instead of himself, 
his love was not diminished in the 
slightest degree. Jonathan said to David, 
“Fear not; for the hand of Saul my fa- 
ther shall not find thee; and thou shalt 
be king over Israel, and I shall be next 
unto thee,” and they two made a cove- 


nant before Jehovah. 


These two men were rivals for a 
crown. Jonathan, Saul’s son, was born 
to it. David was called to it. They were 
both quite popular because of their past 
achievements. Their interests were op- 
posed. Their positions made them an- 
tagonists. Yet they were friends! All 
these things make theirs one of the most 
unique friendships in all the world. 
Their friendship was so great and pure 
and strong they had no trouble with 
jealousies and misunderstandings. 


For the love and friendship of David, 
Jonathan gladly surrendered his claim 
to the throne and saved David again and 
again from death. The association and 
fellowship of these two great men de- 
veloped their characters and brought out 
the very best in both of them. It helped 
them in their dark and dreary hours 
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and shows what such love and devotion 
can do for others. 

After all, friendship is nothing more 
nor less than love that has ripened into 
kind thoughts, kind words, and helpful 
deeds. When God takes our measure- 
ment and weighs us in the balances of 
His judgment, He will consider the 
heart more than the head, I am sure. It 
is marvelously great, yet it is our privi- 
lege to say with Israel’s greatest ruler, 
“The Lord is my shepherd, I shall not 
want,”"—that “Great Shepherd of the 
sheep”! He has the shepherd-heart, pul- 
sating with love; the shepherd-eye, that 
takes in the whole flock; the shepherd- 
nearness, about us and among us both 
day and night; the shepherd-knowledge, 
understanding our desires better than 
we do ourselves; the shepherd-strength 
“able to keep us;” the shepherd faith- 
fulness, and we may fully trust in Him, 
and the shepherd-tenderness, nurturing 
our life from feebleness to strength. The 
good leader or Shepherd goes before His 
flock. He is always in the lead and ev- 
ery attack made by the enemy brings 
Him into account. Even in the midst of 
gloom and danger He is there to com- 
fort and care for His own. 

Every human being in the world wor- 
ships something. Why not worship God? 
The very composition of human life, the 
mystery of man’s being, demands a cen- 
ter of worship as a necessity of exist- 
ence. Every man who dethrones God, 
begins then and there to worship him- 
self. Many a man today, though he be 
unconscious of the fact, is worship- 
ing himself with all his heart, with all 
his mind and with all his strength. If 
men would take only five minutes to 
think and would shut out everything 
save the great fact that they stand 
alone with God, conditions would be 
noticeably different among the churches 
of our land.

No 
man can serve two masters. Ye cannot 
serve God and mammon. The standard 
of the Lord is to “serve Him in holiness 
and righteousness all the days of our 


life.”
